Not that we did then nor even 
now care for this singular de- 
parture from the old ways, for 
we consider the Discipline of the 
Methodist church as good an au- 
thority as the Decisions of An- 
nual meeting, but for the pot to 
call the kettle black is not in very 
good taste. 

I will take this opportunity to 
announce that I have commenc- 
ed a systematic investigation ot 
the various passages of scripture, 
whioh we claim as our authority 
for the practice of those ordi-

The Ohio Mission Werk. 
In accordance with the i nstruc- 
tion ot the convention held at 
Louisville, Ohio, Jnne 11th and 
12th, 1886, the Chairman of tbe 
Home Mission Board called a 
meeting of the same to convene 
at the home of Bro. D, J. Millen 
in Wayne Co., Ohio, July 17th, 
1886. The following members 
were present: Henry Homan, 
Jacob. Hazen, Isaac Kilhefuer, 
nnd D. J. Miller. After devo- 
tional services, the ' Board was 
organized by the election of I. 
Ki I he hi fir, Secretary, and D. J. 
Miller Treasurer. A letter 
was read from Bro. 0. A. 
Coaler, the absent member, con- 
taining words of encouragement 
and valuable suggestions. After 
some deliberation, the following 
rules were adopted tor tbe regu- 
lation of the Home Mission work 
in the state of Ohio : 

Article 1. This society shall bo united Uia

Article 2. Officers of thin Society to con- 
Mint of member* lit good standing In said 
church. 

Article 3. The object of the society Is to 
diffuse the knowledge of the Unspel ot Jesus 
Christ by nidi Of churehe* within the Hlate 
that s-re not able to support tbe ministry of 
the word, by fee in tat inn the organisation of 
churches wherever they are needed, by sup- 
plying with the preached tlospel communi- 
ties destitute of the same. Therefore It nhall 
collect, receive and hold funds for this 
object. 

Art. 4. The Roan I shall have the |>ower to 
appoint and remove missionaries, designate 
their fields, make appropriations and man- 
atee and dispose of the property of the Socie- 
ty. , The Board shall make a report at each 
A liiiiiJil 1111-Htnn ot the Hoclety, of the labors 
of the tn iHtlonarLes, and give an accurate 
account*?! their own proceedings, with inch 
recommendation* as may seem Ut (hem 
adapted to promote the Interest* of the 
Hoclety. 

Article S, The Board shall appoint one or 
more solicitors In each ohnreh to solicit 
funds tor the needs of the Society. 

Duties of the secretary and treasurer.— 
It shall be tbe duty of the Secretary to 
keep a correct record of all the business 
transactions by the Board and report the 
same to tba general Missionary meeting^. 
He shall receive all fund* designed, fur the 
benefit ot the society, turn the same over to 
the treasurer, who shall receipt for the same 
and hold them subject to orders authorised 
by tbe board, 

Selicitors were selected as tar 
as tbe members of the board 
were sufficiently acquainted to 
make such selections in an intelli- 
gent manner, and as soon as the 
list can be completed, it will be 
pubtiebed iu full through the 

EVANUBLIBT. 

And now in conclusion we 
make a special appeal to the min- 
isters and officers ot the different 
churches throughout the state to 
aid tbe local solicitors and the 
work in general as far as possi- 
ble and we now depend largely 
upon the cooperation of our 
Brethren and the blessing of God 
for the success and prosperity of 
tbe cause.
